If your going to get a KNWD CW filter then get the 250 hz because they are 
not that narrow and the skirts start to spread out about mid way. 
The INRAD filters are very good. 
Or you may be able to locate a FT filter from an older Yaesu rig. 
In fact in the early 80's installing a Yaesu was one of the better mods if 
you didn't have the money for the finer INRAD filters. 
The rig is a real work horse and like the FT 901 DM just keeps on going.

Gentle QRP-L Folks: 


I managed to put in 12 hours as a QRP "Bull" from Iowa in amongst 
times with inlaws, church, family, etc. My operation was by no means 
stellar - when other QRP stations are calling you with NRs in the 

500 and 700's, one feels mighty embarrased. Pulled the plug 

when I wasn't getting responses any more. Here is my pittance: 


Total Qs = 206 
Total Sections Worked = 66 
For a Claimed score of 27,192. 


Worked 19 QRP stations (which I'm sure won't win any Bull awards). 


Called CQ over 1/2 or better of the time. 


Missed VT, NNY, NLI, WTX, SF PAC, AK, IA (my own state), ND, NL, MAR, 
AB, MB, and NWT. Never heard Chuck, K7Q0/7, but managed to get Wyo. 


I was surprised by my band breakdown, as 40m is usually not great for me: 
40m = 102 (49%), 20m=23 (11%), 15m=38 (18%), 10m=43 (20%) . 
Operated 7 hours on Saturday (101 Qs) and 5 hours on Sunday (105 Qs). 


Equipment here was a Ten Tec Scout at 5w, a lowly (part of my problem) 
dipole up only 20 ft or so, N3FIP software (older version w/o keying), 
and 

a Bencher/MFJ keyer combination w/o memories. 


For the future, I really need to add computer keying somehow, plus hope 
that the next house we live in will let me get a dipole up higher. And 
practice, practice, practice... 


Thanks for stopping by on the air. See you in the Phone version of 
Sweepstakes, where I hope to also to be calling CQ as much as I can.

I decided to work the Nov SS contest QRPp this weekend, in the hopes of 
getting past my 350,000 miles-per-watt plateau. I was successful, but 


there was a price: 


12 hours of operating, 3 QSOs. I called thousands (!!), but only got maybe 
6 answers, and completed 3 exchanges. Still, I managed to break 1,000,000 
miles-per-watt, running 900 micro-watts! Whew! 


K3KO, 10 Meters CW, class U QRO, North Carolina, 1191 miles (1,323,333 mpw) 
KC3M, 10 Meters CW, class A QRO, Eastern, 1381 miles (1,534,444 mpw) 
W2RQ, 15 Meters CW, class B QRO, Northern NJ, 1484 miles (1,648,888 mpw) 


These ops really are top-notch, and all the glory goes to them, for digging 
out my teensy signal amongst the endless raucous of SS signals. I don't 
think I could have done it (surely not with my receiver HI HI). I mainly 
provided the perseverence and waited for some good luck ;-) 


I was using a TenTec Century 21 running 2 watts out through a 35 db 
Attenuator (actual 33.7 dB) to either a Horizontal Delta Loop (for 10M, 
Fullwave on 20M, up 20 feet), or a 40M Inverted Vee, with the apex at 35 
feet (for 15M). 


This was great fun... and I'll never do it again! 


Does illustrate what can be done with low power, simple equipment, and a 
run-of-the-mill wire antenna.

It was one of those 
situations where I never ran out of stations to work and they never (almost)

Actually, Karl, the Yaesu 817 was DESIGNED as a portable rig, even capable 
of running on dry cell batteries, thus it was made to run on 9 volts up 
because of the discharge curve of such wide variety of batteries it can 
take. It is only 5 watts. 


The Ten Tec Argonaut was DESIGNED as a home rig or mobile at 20 watts with 
current consuming DSP. 


Mobiles are spec'd from 12 volts to 13.8, as I found out looking up my 
Kenwood 450 specs. 

Thus, to say Yaesu is good because its application is intended to be 
different, and the Ten Tec design is bad is misdirected. The markets were 
different. Every company must pick where to target its efforts. 


You have to compare a 20 watt rig to another 20 watt rig, or so, not a5 
watt Yaesu to a 20 watt Ten Tec. But, many hams seem to miss that point and 
want all rigs to do everything. If that was the case, all development of 
better DSP filters, etc. would stop, because digitally based radios with 
power as well, are going to take more power. 


It is nice when you can get a rig to do more than the designer intended, but 
I look upon that as one of the fun things to do in ham radio, not to tear 
down a manufacturer if I use his product outside its design envelope. 


The Argo V is totally different animal from your HT on 7.6 volts. It is 
easier to design a low power HT to work over wide voltage range than a 20 or 
50 watt radio. Even the basic K2 which was optimally designed for a 
combination of portable and home jobs, does not do 20 watts unless you add 
the amplifier. 


Differing markets, differing features. That is called the free market, and 
we each have to make our choices.

=46irst of all, 13.8v is not the full charge point of a "12volt" car 
battery. 13.8v is the bottom end of the 13.8v-14.8v regulated 
alternator output voltage range with the engine running. The no load 
full charge voltage is about 12.6v several hours after removing the 
battery from charge source. 


With lower powered transmitters, one would expect to be able to 
operate without the engine running, at least for some reasonable 
period of time. The Argonaut can be powered back to accommodate this. 


And, as someone else suggested, what about emergency operation ina 
fixed location? Having a car battery standby source for the home rig 
could be quite important. In order to use a good percentage of the 
energy available in a fully charged battery, and to be able to 
tolerate some internal voltage drop in the battery and some IR drop in 
the cabling, one needs to be able to operate down to less than 12v.

=46urthermore, in an RV there are transient loads, such as a demand 
water pump at several amperes, which will constantly be jangling a 
unit as sensitive as the Argonaut. 


The voltage sensitive circuits, such as frequency critical 
oscillators, should be regulated at a voltage well below the minimum 
battery voltage. The power stages, where battery voltage only affects 
final power out, need not be so critically regulated. A drop in output 
power with decreasing battery voltage is tolerable; a chirp is not.
